THE SOUTH CAROLINA LIQUOR 


LAW. 

The action of the State of South 
Oarolina in assuming the exclusive 
right to purchase and sell intoxicat- 
ing liquors has been variously com- 
mented upon. The advocates of pro- 
hibition generally approve of the new 
departure, while others regard the 
law as unwise, and others still as con- 
trary to the spirit if not the letter of 
the Constitution. The constitution- 
ality of such a statute has recently 
been sustained by the Circuit Court 
of the United States, but neverthe- 
less there is high legal authority 
which dissents and gives cogent rea- 
sons therefor. True, it can be said 


]thatin the regulation of this traffic 


the police power applies, and that 
therefore it is proper that it should 
be under state supervision, but that 
state officials should engage in a 
business which is conceded to be ill- 
egal or at least degrading, may be re- 
garded as anomalous. It has been held 
to be unconstitutional for a city to buy 
wood or coal or other necessaries and 
sell them to its inhabitants, and to 
many it apvears that if not other 
articles, then the sale of liquor—being 
declared illegal and demoralizing— 
certainly the State should not en- 
gage in the traffic. If restriction 
to its sale be necessary certain regu- 
lations would seem to answer the 
purpose, as, for instance, confining 
the sale of intoxicants to certain 
quantities and only on the prescrip- 
tion of a recognized physician, and 
the sources of supply restricted to 
places where other medicines are dis- 
pensed, 


The most salient features of the 
South Oarolina law are the ap- 
pointment of a commissioner “who 
shall purchase all intoxicating liq- 
uors for lawful sale in _ this 
State, giving preferences to manu- 
facturers and brewers doing business 
in this state and furnish the same’’ in 
sealed packages to certain officers, to 
be appointed and known as ‘“‘county 
dispensers,’’ who shall sell by the 
package only, the purchaser not being 
allowed to open a package on the 
premises. If this means anything, it 
means that the State is to engage in 
trade or business, and as the opinion 
of the majority of the judges appears 
to be that, as “up to the present time 
* * * none of the purposes for 
which cities or towns have been au- 
thorized to raise money have included 
anything in the nature of what is 
commonly called ‘trade’ or ‘commer- 
cial business,’’’ the authority for 
such an innovation should not be con- 
ceded now. The purchase and sale of 
intoxicants surely comes under the 
head of “‘trade”’ or ‘commercial busi- 
ness,’’ and as ordinarily conducted at 
the average groggery, decidedly dis- 
reputable ‘‘business.”’ This law wi'l 
make profitable places for a small 
army of state officials to be called 
“county dispensers” by compliment, 
but they will be designated as “rum 
sellers’? by the people, and will the 
business be any the more respectable 
by reason of the sellers being desig- 
nated by the State? If it is necessary 
to regulate and restrict the sale of 
this class of goods, which all will ad- 
mit huve their proper use, then it 
would appear that their sale should 
be restricted to druggists under such 
regulations as are considered necess- 
ary, on the same principle as is regu- 
lated the sale of poisons or articles 
whose indiscriminate use would injure 
the purchaser. 

In a review of the legal aspect of 
the subject by a high authority on 
constitutional law, the following point 
was made: ‘“‘The constitutional right 
of ‘liberty’ of the individual, which 
has often been held to comprehend 
the privilege of prosecuting any law- 
ful trade, would certainly prohibit 


liquor traffic be considered a lawful 





















































idea of the situation than was af- 
forded by the imperfect information 
at hand when we previously discussed 
thesubject. From these later reports 
we learn that notwithstanding the 
adverse state of the weather, the pro- 
duction for the present season will 
scarcely fall below the average of 
former years. According to an Eng- 
lish contemporary the receipts of 
flowers at Trieste, up to February 28, 
amounted to 616 tons, which it is es- 
timated, would indicate that by the 
end of May the receipts would equal 
those of last year. Referring to pre- 
ceding crops the following statistics 
present the total arrivals at Trieste 
for a series of years and form a basis 
of comparison with reference to the 
existing situation: In 1885-86, 660 
tons: 1886-87, 576 tons; 1887-88, 478 
tons; 1888-89, 399 tons; 1889-90, 822 
tons; 1890-91, 859 tons; 1891-92, 665 
tons. This is an average of 637 tons 
for the seven years. 

The stocks remaining on hand in 
the same port on the first of June 
were as follows: In 1884, 182 tons; 
1885, 140 tons; 1886, ninety-four tons: 
1887, twenty-three tons; 1888, nine 
tons; 1889, sixteen tons; 1890, 110 
tons; 1891, 204 tons; 1892, 243 tons, 
and on February 1, 1893, the quantity 
was Officially stated at 115 tons, 
These figures go far toward demon- 
strating that the fear of a decreased 
yield of flowers indulged in not long 
since were premature, and to some 
extent overdrawn, and that, after all, 
the crop will be sufficiently large to 
supply all ordinary demands. In 
view of these facts, it is noteworthy 
that prices continue strongly sup- 
ported, implying unabated confidence 
on the part of holders in the stability 
of present values. 

In the Trieste market a gradual de- 
cline in quotations has. been in pro- 
gress for several years, prices for 
prime closed flowers having dropped 
by degrees from 300 florins per 100 
kilos in 1888 to 65 to 80 florins in the 
early months of 1893. From these 
figures the market recovered in April 
and since then a stronger tone has 
prevailed, and as the last named 
prices are supposed to be very close 
tothe cost of production, it is not 
probable that current quotations will 
recede. On the contrary, as the 
planters have generally made up their 
minds to cultivate more profitable 
crops ip future, itis entirely reason- 
able to expect that even if the crop of 
insect flowers this year is ample for 
all-purposes, the outlook is favorable 
epough from that cause alone to sus- 
tain the present range of the market,

OUTLOOK FOR COD LIVER OIL, 


Since the opening of the spring 
business, the demand for cod liver 
oil in this market has been depressed, 
owing partly to the natural falling 
off of consumption incident to this 
time of the year, partly to the finan- 
cial disturbances throughout the 
country, and partly to the uncer 
tainty regarding the progress of the 
Norwegian fisheries. At the close of 
the winter season, stocks of oil at 
this port were in excess of the re- 
quirements, and efforts to distribute 
the surplus were, for the reasons just 
cited, not encouraged by purchasers 
to the extent desired. Accordingly 
the reduction which has been effected 
in local holdings has been mainly the 
outcome of a normal consuming de- 
mand, artificial action, except in a 
few rare and unimportant instances, 
having had no bearing on transac- 
tions. 

As was natural, under these circum- 
stances, the selling prices have lateiy 
kept at a low range and at this writ- 
ing the situation is practically the 
game as when the winter demand 
ceased. In our last issue we pub- 
lished complete returns of this year’s 


legislation assuming the exclusive 
right to carry on such a business by 
the State, and here is suggested a 
criticism upon the policy of the South 
Carolina statute above cited. Ifthe 


one, the State would be guilty of an 
unconstitutional invasion of individ- 
ual liberty in prohibiting private citi- 
zens from engaging init. It is only 
on the theory that it is absolutely per- 
nicious and unlawful that the State 
could constitutionally deprive indi- 
viduals of such right. And conse- 
qnently the State takes the appa- 
rently inconsistent position of itself 
carrying on a trade considered to be 
vicious enough to be actually con- 
fiscated. Unquestionably the traffic 
may be ‘stringently regulated by 
license under the police power with- 
out ranking it as inherently unlawful, 
But the logical effect, under the Con- 
stitution, of entirely depriving the 
individual citizen of the right to sell 
liquor at retail would seem to be ab- 
solute prohibition,” 

The force of this opinion is appa- 
rent. The matter will doubtless be 
carried to the Supreme Oourt of the 
United States for final disposition, 
which tribunal will decide the matter 
of the right of a State to engage in 
“trade.” Heretofore the decisions 
in what may be regarded as analo- 
gous cases have been adverse, al- 
though an exactly parallel case has 
never been brought before that 
august body. A final disposition of 
this question will be awaited with in- 
terest by all.

INSECT FLOWERS. 


When we last reviewed the insect 
powder situation the season was not 
sufficiently advanced and the facts 
bearing on the condition of the grow- 
ing crop of flowers were too imper- 
fectly known to admit of positive 
opinions or definite conclusions. At 
that time both the home and foreign 
markets were perturbed in conse- 
quence of the apprehension generally 
entertained that the drought in 
Europe would entail disaster upon 
the flower farms, and under the in- 
fluence of the reports on which this 
belief was founded, prices for both 
the flowers and powder simultaneous- 
ly and suddenly advanced, 

Since then the trade has been await- 
ing developments and especially the 
particulars regarding the extent of 
the crop. Meanwhile the markets on 
the other side, as well as our own, 
have maintained a remarkably firm 
and steady front, based partially on 
the reports above alluded to and on 
on the active consuming inquiry 
which has prevailed this spring, These 
features of the business deterred 
holders from entering into extensive 
contracts, Buyers, on the other hand, 
while displaying ap inclination to op- 
erate more liberally than usual, were 
not pressing in their demands for sup- 
plies, and after a brief period of agi- 
tation and sensitiveness, the excite- 
ment subsided, leaving quotations 
strongly intrenched. This position, 
as if by common agreement, has been 
left undisturbed, to be modified or 
controlled by the conditions made 
manifest by a detailed account of the 
outcome of the flower crop. 

This reluctance, both of the foreign 
and domestic trade to encourage 
heavy purchases, had the effect of re- 
pressing general speculation here and 
many of those who sought to estab 
lish such arrangements found very 
limited scope for operations. Thus, 
it may be sai!', that the prices cur- 
rent in this murket within the past 
six weeks have represented pretty 
nearly the intrinsic or legitimate 
value of this article. 

Thé recent arrival of specific intel- 
ligence from the original sources of 
supply, enables us to form a clearer 
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CELERY SEED IN DEMAND. 


The tenor of our market reports on 
celery seed during the past few weeks 
has been suggestive of increasing 
strength in the position of the article, 
Successive small additions to the sell- 
ing price have lately been made, the 
attention of the trade has been there- 
by more closely directed to this pro- 
duct, and altogether a robust feeling 
has pervaded the market. 

The reasons assigned for this im- 
provement are anslogous to those 
given for advances recently occurring 
in a number of European farm prod- 
ucts. 

According to late advices the celery 
seed crop is said to have been seri- 
ously involved in the dry weather 
from which other crops have suffered, 
and that the yield will be short and 
insufficient for the forthcoming con- 
sumption. 

Some judges, whose reliability and 
sources of information are highly 
rated, estimate that the probable 
harvest will’ not exceed one-third 
of an average, and that a 
scarcity of supplies and much higher 
prices are among the certainties of 
the near future. Whether these pre- 
dictions will be verified or not, we do 
not pretend to say, but it is pertinent 
to notice the palpable fact that the 
situation, both here and in the for. 
eign markets, is assuming a phase of 
more than ordinary interest. 

Local developmects this week have 
been rapid and decisive. It has been 
apparent for some time that active, 
though quiet efforts, were being 
put forth to concentrate the avail- 
able stocks in this market and within 
the last few days, these designs have 
been successfully accomplished and 
strong hands now direct the current 
of transactions. While the position 
of celery seed is replete with strength, 
regardless of speculative influences, 
the interposition of the latter factor 
at the present juncture is well calcu- 
lated to inspire special confidence in 
the immediate future of the article, 
and the fortunate holders will no 
doubt shortly participate in the re- 
ward due to their business sagacity. 
As our market review indicates, prices 
have been advanced, and in view of 
the fact that holders display an aver- 
sion to part with round lots, it is 
reasonable to infer that they antici- 
pate more satisfactory figures than 


those now quoted.

MAY PETROLEOM STATISTICS. 

The monthly statement of the sev- 
eral pipe lines, showing the statia- 
tical condition on the close of May, 
and the production and consumption 
during the month, make a somewhat 
more bullish exhibit than was looked 
for, although it was known that the 
deliveries had been unprecedentedly 
large for this season of the year. 
The month of May was the first in 
which the deliveries reached the 
enormous total of three millions bar- 
rels. The deliveries thus far this 
year indicate that the total for the 
year will reach 34,000,000 barrels, an 
amount which will necessitate draw- 


fishing operations at Lofoten, Sond- 
more and Finmarken, together with a 
comparative statement of the produc- 
tion of oil for the years 1890, 1891 and 
1892. It will be observed from these 
statistics that, in the aggregate, the 
yield of oil in 1898, from all sources, 
was fully equal to the average for 
the other years named, The figures 
for 1892 show a heavy decrease in the 
catch, which was felt principally in 
the Lofoten district, where the defi- 
ciency in the oil crop amounted to 
more than fifty per cent. At the 
game time a considerable increase 
was shown in the Sondmore and Fin- 
marken catch, but, as before stated, 
the combined output fell far short of 
the usual yield. 

On the other side the situation con- 
tinues to present very strong fea- 
tures, manufacturers contending that 
the quality of the new oil is superior 
to that of last year and that the cost 
to produce the goods will not admit 
of the acceptance of proposals below 
their present pretentions. .As they 
are demanding for prime Lofoten oil, 
about the equivalent of $1175 to 
$1250, this signifies a lay down cost 
in this market of nearly, if not fully, 
$19. Ifthese estimates are correct, 
the prosperts should be highly favor- 
able to steady and improved prices 
and with the development of activity 
in the fall the conditions will become 
still more favorable to the holder. 
Supplies in the interior are presumed 
to be light, and by the time that the 
demand for the winter consumption 
sets in, the spot holdings of old stock 
will probably be closely absorded, 
thus leaving the field comparatively

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ADVANCED PRICES FOR LOGWOOD. 


The present position of the logwood 
market is one of great firmness and 
there seems little prospect that prices 
will ease off for some time to come. 
For weeks, importers have prophe- 
sied higher values must predominate 
and have quoted advices from the 
primary markets as their reason for 
believing that these conditions would 
prevail, The information that wood 
was coming. in slowly at all of our 
ports, and that, supplies would neces- 
sarily come forward in curtailed and 
irregular lots, besides the higher 
values that this article has comman- 
ded abroad—serving to divert car. 
goes from this direction—are condi- 
tions which are more noticeable to- 
day than ever before. The French 
market for logwood, according to 
latest advices, is being quoted ata 
price equivalent to forty-two dollars, 
and we are informed that there is lit 
tle wood obtainable even at that ad- 
vanced figure. 

It is a noticeable fact that the at- 
tention of the natives in the islands 
where this product grows, is yearly 
being diverted from the cutting of 
logwood and given to the harvest- 

ing of coffee, the latter industry 
being considered of greater import- 
ance and more profitable to planters. 
The tendency of the exchange has

(2) broken leaves, (3) pods. Thesenna 
pods are exported chiefly to Trieste, 
and are used for imparting a gloss to 
silk fabrics. The senna plant grows 
wild and freely all over the eastern 
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Soudan. The best quality comes 
from the north (near Rowayyah) and 
a kinds from Sinkat and Erko- 
weit. 


The president of the Whiskey Trust 
has issued a circular assuring the 
holders of rebate cirtificates that 
their claims will be paid as they ma- 
ture, and says the rebate system will 
be continned by the Trust. To se- 
cure the payment of the certificates 
$2,500,000 first mortgage bonds are to 
be deposited with a New York trust 
company, which he hopes will satisfy 
holders of rebate certificates.

The company 
owns four plantations, and derives 

ractically the whole of its revenue 

rom cinchona. Two of the planta- 
tions are being uprooted, and at the 
meeting aforesaid it was decided to 
uproot the third plantation also, and 
to sell the cleared ground at the first 
opportunity. The fourth plantation, 
Panjairan, will be continued. 


A number of farmers in the neigh- 
borhood of Lime Rock, this state, 
are taking a quiet but deep in- 
terest just now in the subject 
of linseed oil. Itis all on account of 
a wreck which happened on the Can- 
andaigua branch of the New York 
Central early last March. A freight 
train left the track, and among the 
cars which were smashed was one 
loaded with linseed oil. The oil set 
tled in the ditch and stayed there; 
and the farmers in the neighborhood, 
looking on it as a special gift of for- 
tune, scooped it up in pails and car- 
ried it away wanes. The railroad 
officials consequently found hardly 
enough to have xreased the track, 
and it is said it cost them nearly $3,000 
to pay for the oil. The affair has been 

ut in the hands of a local attorney 
or settlement, and the railroad ex- 
pects to recover its loss, it is said. 


The Chemical News states that a 
method has been devised of produc- 
ing borax in which common salt is 
subjected to the action of crude boric 
acid aided by superheated steam. An 
intimate mixture of the salt and acid 
is placed in a large clay retort which 
is then heated to a low red heat, when 
hydrochloric acid is disengaged in 
hundanes. The heat being slightly 
increased, steam is next admitted in 
sufficient Pgreer yf to condense the 
hydrochloric acid by the aid of a re- 
frigerator connected with the neck of 
thejretort, and a speedy and complete 
decomposition of the salt takes place 
with the production of anbydrous 
borax. This, whilst still red hot, is 
ejected into cold water and allowed to 
remain for forty-eight hours to dis- 
solve, after which it may be obtained 
from the solution by the ordinary rou- 
tine of crystallization. 


Announcement was made last week 
that the National Starch Oompany 
would pass the quarterly dividend on 
the second preferred stock for the 
current quarter. The result was that 
the security dropped from 83 to 25. 
The starch trust is a Kentucky con- 
cern, being chartered there in Febru- 
ary, 1890. It took in about twenty 
starch and glucose factories in New 
York State and along the corn belt of 
the West. Ithada capacity for an out- 
put of 240,000,000 pounds of starch an- 
nually ; $4,500,000 in 6 per cent. bonds 
was issued, said to be three-fourths 
of the value of the realty ; $5,000,000 
in common stock was issued to repre- 
sent the good will, and in addition 
$3,000,000 in first preferred 8 per cent. 
cumulative stock was issued and 
$2,500,000 in second preferred 12 per 
cent. stock. The common has been 
paid a singie dividend of 1 per cent. 
in March, 1891, and the preferred and 
bonds have been paid up to this 
quetheety period when the 3 per cent. 

ue on the second preferred is passed 
with the effect noted.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


It is reported that the Italian Gov- 
ernu.ent has found that it would not 
be expedient to adopt the proposal to 
establish a monopoly in petroleum, 
and has, therefore, abandoned all 
further consideration of the question 
of adding to the revenue by the es- 
tablishment of such a monopoly. 


Petroleum is a government mon- 
opoly in Greece, and one of the 
prominent articles in daily use, which 
made itself felt by running up to 
such an exorbitant price, viz., 17s. 
the case, which in 1891 was 148. the 
case, and in 1888 only 5s. the case, 
according to the report of the British 
Consul at Syra. 





There are three petroleum basins in 
Italy. ist. That of Emilia, between 
Voghera and Imola. 2d. The Valley 
of Pescara. 3d. Liri, near San Giov- 
anni, Incario. Some have been dis- 


‘covered at Velleia near Piacenza in 


the valley of Riglio. The springs of 
Velleia are those which produce 
most abundantly, about 900 tons an- 
nually. 


The North China News states that 
the recent proclamation by Hsu Toa- 
tai, of Amoy, against the sale or use 
of American kerosone in his jurisdic- 
tion, is the first step toward retalia- 
tory measures against everything 
American in the event of the Gea 
act being enforced. Canton an 
Swatow will immediately follow the 
example set by Amoy. 


Quite a scare was caused at Long 
Branch last Saturday by the burning 
of a freight car of the New Jersey 
Southern railroad in which were sev- 
eral barrels filled with gasoline. It 
was feared that the gasoline would 
explode and cause a great loss, but 
fortunately the fire department 
checked the flames before much 
damage had been sustained. 


The works of the Meriam & Morgan 
Paraffine Company, Cleveland, were 
partially destroyed by fire last Mon- 
day night. The plant consisted of a 
8-story brick building used for mak- 
ing paraffine wax, a 3-story frame 
cooper shop, and a 4 story brick can- 
dle factory. The first two buildings 
were completely destroyed, and the 
other was slightly damaged. The loss 
is about $200,000, partially insured. 


One of the most noteworthy institu- 
tions in Brooklyn is the Pratt Insti- 
tute, a lasting memorial to the wise 
beneficence of the late Oharles Pratt, 
It is now in the sixth year of its 
actual work, and already nearly 4,000 
students are enjoying the eae 
it offers and profiting by the educa- 
tional facilities it affords. The exist- 
ing buildings for the work of the 
Pratt Institute are too small for its 
needs and plans have been prepared 
and work will soon begin upon a new 
building. designed to supply the 
need,and to be known as the Museum 
and Art Building. 


The action of the French govern- 
ment in levying a heavy impott duty 
amounting to $5 on every 50 gallons 
of American petroleum landed in 
France, is calculated to have a disas- 
trous effect upon the shipping busi- 
ness of this side, as 80 per cent. of the 
oil shipped from Philadelphia is to 
French ports. For some time millions 
of gallons of the product have been 
shipped to France in anticipation of 
the passage of the law, but with the 
close of this month the oil trade be- 
tween Philadelphia and France will 
be a thing of the past. There also went 
into effect an act permitting the im- 
portation, free of duty, of all Russian 
petroleum, and hereafter the wants 
of the French people will be supplied 
from the Black sea.

Menhaden Association Meeting. 


A special meeting of the United 
States Menhaden Oil and Guano As- 
sociation met on Tuesday last, in this 
city. The meeting was attended b 
the committee in full, and while it 
partook lar 





ly of an informal char- 
acter, yet the business for which the 
meeting was called was discussed 
minutely and in detail. The principal 
subject under discussion was the 
quantity of new catch oil, and the 
prospects of the coming season as 
contrasted with that of the corres- 
Freeney period of last year. It was 
ound that fifty per cent. less oil has 
been made up to date, and that the 
prospects as viewed from the only 
standpoint possible to view it, viz., 
the present, indicates the fish running 
light in quantity and poorin quality, 
averaging about three and one hat 
gallons to the thousand fish. It is 
rather early, however, to predict for 
the season’s catch, or to form any es- 
timate of the amount of oil which may 
be produced during the coming sea- 
son, a8 the fish often run in large 
schools at the close of the fishing, 
Reports now current indicate along 
the coast between Hatteras and Maine, 
inclusive, scattering bodies of fish, 
and from a reliable source, we are in- 
formed, that there is a possibility of 
Maine fishing during the coming 
season. The price of oil was also dis- 
cussed and after a mature delibera- 
tion it was decided to have it remain 
unchanged. There have been but few 
calls for new catch oil for export, 
mostly from Germany, but as yet, 
none has gone forward, sellers appar- 
ently not disposed to grant concess- 
ions and buyers assuming a waiting 
attitude,

Liverpoo!.—General depression has 
been the predominant feature in this 
market, and business has *sen very 
limited. Itis of course natural that 
trade should be quiet at this period 
of the year, when artificial light is 
less resorted to, but the state of 
things has almost amounted to stag- 
nation at times, and the outlook has 
been certainly gloomy. — Holders, 
with a view of imparting fresh life 
into the demand, have taken less 
money, but this has failed to produce 
the desired effect. The transactions 
made have been for immediate re- 
quirements only. Refined Pennsyl- 
vanian is quoted at 44%@5%d, accord- 
ing to quality, and Russian at 4%@ 
4d per gallon.-—Oil Trade Review. 





Petroleum Trade of Pakhoi 


The British Consul at Pakhoi, Chi- 


na, makes the following report on the 
petroleum trade of that port: 
Kerosene oil again shows a large 


increase, which although it does not 


approach that of the year 1891, when 
the quantity as compared with 1890 
was moot three times as mnch, is 
still satisfactory. The quantity im- 
ported was 1,030,020 galions in 1892 
against 733,060 gallons in 1891, and 
the values £27,504 and £20,747 respec- 
tively, there has thus been an in- 
crease of 296,960 gallonsin quantity 
and £6,757 in value. The one remark- 
able point about the trade is the in- 
crease in Russian oil. In 1891 only 
12,200 gallons, the first appearing on 
this market, were imported, and it 
was held that though the oil was 
slightly cheaper than American oil it 
was inferior and not suited to the 
market. This opinion has been com- 
pletely upset by the trade in 1892.The 
quantity imported rose from 12,200 
* gallons valued at about £384 to 209,- 
700 gallons of the value of £5,013, or 
between one-fifth and one-sixth of 
the total value of the oil imported. It 
is clear, therefore, that there isa 
market for Russian oil here, the infe- 
riority in quality being compensated 
for byits less cost. The reiail price 
in Pakhoi for American oil just now 
is about 10 cents or 33-10d higher 
Russian oil for a case of 10 gal- 
ons. 





Oil Wells on tie Pacific Coast. 


The Los Angeles Express, in a 
specs! article on the oil production of 
the Pacific coast, says that there is 
abundant evidence of vast supplies of 
oil throughout a great part of South- 
ern Oalifornia, and that the compa- 
nies now at work developing them are 
but pioneers in what is certain to be- 
come an extensive industry. Of ex- 
isting wells it says: ‘‘Some have 
yielded as high as 200 barrels daily, 
and some as low as 10 barrels, and all 
the way between. But they have two 
great advantages over the Eastern 
wells. In the first place the average 
life of an oil well in Pennsylvania is 
from three to five years, while the 
average life of the wells here is not 

et determined. Many have been 
flowing steadily for fifteen years and 
are still producing in good pay 
ing quantities. And besides when in 
the East the oil brings a price of from 
40 cents to 60 cents per barrel, here it 
brings from $1 75 to $2 60 per barrel. 
In fifteen years, since this oil field 
has been practically exploited, there 
have been probably about 200 wells 
drilled, and at least four out of five 
have been paying wells. The oil- 


bearing rock extends all through the 
coast range, and in many places the 





oil finds its way to the surface, 
the volatile parts escape, leaving de- 
posits of brea or asphaltum. In some 
instances, as in the canyons about 
Newhall, in the Pico district and in 
other places in Ventura, Los Angeles 
and San Diego counties, as well as 
farther north,these deposits are very 
large, and are still being made. They 
are surface indications of the oil-bear- 
ing strata underneath.”’

he largest of these is the Union Oil 
Company, with a capital of $5,000,000, 
and the Pacific Coast Oil Company. 
Then there is the Puente Company, 
south of Los Angeles, but most of 
their product is consumed in Los An- 

eles. The Union Oil Company 

as large refineries at Santa Paula, 
The Pacific Coast Company sends its 
oil to the Alameda refineries. Both 
these companies are very conserva- 
tive. They seem to prefer to limit 
production to the immediate needs of 
a home market, to developing the 
great stretch of oil territory that lies 
yet untouched, and in which, accord- 
ing to the indication, first-class wells 
are tolerably certain to be struck by 
the intelligent driller. 





The Scottish Mineral Oil Trade. 


In the annual report of Young’s 
Paraffin Light and Mineral Oil Com- 
pany, which was issued in the closing 
days of the past month, there are 
three features pointed out which cast 
a ray of hope across the future of the 
the Scottish mineral oil trade, to 
which they are generally applicable. 
In the first place, intermediate oils, 
heavy oils, and sulphate of ammonia 
are higher in price than they were 
last year; in the second place owing 
to the disparity which has existed 
for some months between the prices 
of stearine and solid paraffin, the lat- 
ter has obtained an entrance into sev- 
eral foreign countries from which it 
has hitherto been practically exclud- 
ed, and is now being largely employed 
in Vag of, as well as in conjunction 
with, stearine ; and in the third place, 
the Peebles oil gas enriching process 
has every appearance of developing 
quickly into a marked success, by 
which oils often difficult of sale will 
in future be steadily and profitably 
absorbed. Three of the companies 
issued their reports during the month 
of May—the Linlithgow, Pumphers- 
ton, and Young’s—and all things con- 
sidered, the balances are not-so un- 
satisfactory as at one time it seemed 
ey would be, but in no case could a 
dividend be paid, At the present mo- 
ment. business in burning oil is at 
@ complete standstill, and nothing in 
the way of sales may now be expected 
until the opening of the next season 
in August. Prices are pachangee 
54d per gallon still ruling for stan ard 
oil. Lubricating oils, especially the 
heavier gravities,have been very dull, 
but lighter gravities have been fairly 
inquired after. Quotations are easier, 
ranging now from £4 to £6, according 
to quality and gravity. There has 
been some good business passing in 
865° oil for gas making purposes at an 
equivalens of 24d per gallon naked. 
The values of wax and scale remain 
unchanged, but, as in the case of 
burning oil, there will be nothing do- 
ing in these articles until the autumn.

The Quarterly Sales of Cinnamon. 


The movements of cinnamon at 
this portare clearly behind those in 
1892, as both the landings and de- 
llveries during the past twenty-one 
weeks have been from about eight 
hundred to fourteen hundred bales 
short of those in the same period 
last year, and the stock remaining on 
hand on the 27th ult. was 860 bales 
lighter than at the end of May, 1892. 
From these few but significant facts 
it may be inferred that trade in the 
article is not very flourishing, and 
what is more to be regretted is that 
there does not appear an immediate 
prospect of the lost ground being re- 
covered. Sales privately for some 
time past, have been exceedingly lim- 
ited, and at the periodical auctions 
held on Monday, the 20th ult., the de- 
mand was not only slack but poor. 
This was particularly noticeable 
where the finer qualities were con- 
cerred, as, out of a total of 1,170 
bales Ceylon put forward (including a 
quantity unworked), little more than 
one half was disposed of, and one 
crack mark, that nearly always 
fetches the longest prices when sold, 
was bought in above the value. The 
portions of fine quality realized were 
at a decline of %@1d. per lb. from the 
rates estublished in February last, 
whilst the medium grades went some- 
what unevenly, and the common 
kinds were taken at full rates, viz: 
ordinary to fine plantation firsts at 
7d@1s 2d; seconds at 64%@11d: thirds 
at 64%@10d; fourths at 64@9d; and 
broken (in six boxes) at 64d; besides 
sundry parcels “‘unworked”’ at 64@ 
74d per lb; 62 pkgs. Tellicherry cin- 
namon marked “H. OC. B.,’’ found 
buyers at 6@8%%d., according to sort. 
The details of the marks of Ceylon 
cleared off as follows :— 
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Cinnamon Ohips.— An unusually 
large supply of chips, representing— 
ifthe dock returns are correct—the 
whole stock in London, was offered, 
and amounted to no less than 1,470 
bales, only part of which elicted bid- 
dings, and not more than 300 or 400 
bags were sold at former prices;

While the paint trade has been in 
an unusually healthy state since the 
opening of the season the past week 
orten days have brought about a 
condition morein harmony with trade 
in general. While collections have 
been slow for some thirty days past, 
orders did not show any falling off 
till a week or little more ago. Prices 
asa rule have been steady during the 
whole spring and only of late do we 
hear of reductions being generally 
made. One feature is more marked 
inthe paint trade than ever before 
and that is the activity of foreign 
houses who are stirring around with 
their brands probably without selling 
many goods andl making little or no 
profit, but ~~ their names before 
the trade in anticipation of the re- 
duced duties which manyof them 
ee yon | anticipate will early be 
made by the present administration. 
In one or two articles, notably car- 
mine, the competition with the Ameri- 
can brands is quite aggressive and al- 
though the associate makers have re- 
duced their prices, the French article 
still undersellsthem. There has been 
some white lead offered the past week 
at low prices by makers outside of the 
National ey and if trade 
slackens, as it is likely to do, these 
willincrease; but with the liberal 
custom of the National Company of 
booking dealers for a quantity which 
will entitle them to the lowest price 
and delivering free of charge, lots of 
any size to their customers, will make 
it hard to sell them car load lots 
at any reasonable concession, partic- 
ularly when money remains so strin- 
gent. Some of the makers are, how- 
ever, selling the consumer direct at 
the net price, French orange min- 
eralis scarce and high, but the Ger- 
man is offered freely and undersells 
the American. Quicksilver has 
advanced $1 a flask, but the makers 
of vermilion have not changed the 
price, owing to the competition from 
the foreign make. Paris green has 
been in unusual demand and the 
stock in makers’ hands has about all 
been sold; the large producers have 
closed their plants and on account of 
the approach of warm weather, will 
hardly open them again. 

White Lead, Zino, Eto. 

Pig Lead.—_The market has beena 
weak and dullone during the period 
under review, as indicated at the 
close of our last. Holders have been 
more disposed to realize on the hold- 
ings, in some instances they were 
forced to do so, owing to the present 
state of the financial market. While 
common was offered at 3 70@375c 
which included deliveries as far 
ahead as August, but bids over 3 60c 
were the exception. St. Louis was 
wired dull and weak at 3 45@3 47%c. 

White Lead.—The market is devoid 
ofasingle interesting feature asre- 
gards new business or rumors of new 
works being established. Oorroders 
are making deliveries upon existing 
contracts, to both grinders and deal- 
ers who have all season experienc- 
ed anactive demand from tbe vari- 
ous sections of the country. Values 
remain = at previous established 
prices which are 6%c and _ up- 
wards for lead in oil and 6c for dry,less 
the usual discount. Outside makes 
are not meeting with any improved 
demand from this section, as the Na- 
tional Company is taking care of all 
the small dealers by booking them 
with 12 tons or more at the regular 
price then delivering as wanted, hence 
there is no inducement for dealers to 
load up with a large stock even 
though concessions in price are 
named. There is more or less com- 
plaint about collections, still, when all 
things are considered, they areas 
good as could be expected in the pre- 
sent state of the financial market. 
English lead is jobbing at 8c. 

Litharage.—There is very little de- 
mand from the glass trade, which at 
the moment is not in a very healthy 
condition owing to over-production. 
Now and then an order comes along 
for delivery over next fire at 5c less 
the usual discount. For the other 
grades there is only a moderate de- 
mand, all of which is satisfied at 
prices ranging from 6@7e as to 
grade, and quantity less the usual 
discounts. 

Orange Mineral.—The small stock 
of French available on the spot has 
caused holders to raise their prices to 
10%c@lic as to quantity, at which a 
fair jobbing demand is reported. Ger- 
man is meeting with the usual call

Ultramarine.—A fair demand easily 
satisfied is the feature of this mar- 
ket. Prices are easily maintained on 
the range of 7@20c, as to quantity, 
quality, and size of package. The 
tone of the market indicate firmness. 

Ochers.—There is a good demand 
for these specialties, and goods are 
moving into consumption as rapidly 
as the season warrants.

Window Glass.—There are no new 
features to chronicle in this market.

Interior custom- 
ers are not coming forward with the 
usual freedom, but this is ascribed to 
the unsettled condition of money 
matters now prevailing and the trade 
is not disposed to look at the situa- 
tion at all gloomily. On the con- 
trary, by comparison with the state 
of business in other lines, the window 
glass dealers consider that the de- 
pression in commercial circles has 
probably been less severe with them 
than it has been with other branches, 
Prices have not changed and the firm 
quotations heretofore noted are uni- 
formly 4 og and the tendency ap- 
pears to be towardsstronger markets.

White Lead.—Both dry lead and 
lead in oil are reported as being in ex- 
cellent request, and there seems to be 
a disposition among buyers to pur- 
chase in larger quantities, Prices 
can scarcely be said to be uniform, 
but with due regard to brands the 
market may be called steady to firm. 

Dry Colors.—About the usual “jog- 
trot’? business is reported, but there 
are wanting indications of any 
change, as regards either volume or 
value.

Vegetable Olis. 


Linseed Oil.—The market for this 
article is a strong one, arising from 
conditions, aside from the actual de- 
mand for consumption, which has 
been very good during the past week. 
The stock of available seed in Chicago 
on June 18th was only 464,000 bushels 
as compared with 3,120,000 bushels for 
same period o7 1892. Since the month 
opened we have imported several 
small lots of Calcutta seed from Lon 
don for home use. During the past 
ten days, owing to a tight money mar- 
ket in the West, a break occurred in 
the price of seed, which enabled ex- 
porters to secure large quantities of 
cash seed, already about 240,000 bush- 
els are in transit for export. At pres- 
seLt the mills of the National Co., are 
all shut down, with one exception, 
and that will close as soon as they 
have crushed up the stock of seed on 
hand, what is true of the Trust mills 
applies to the independent mills as 
well, The stock of oil«.n hand, how- 
ever, is sufficient to meet all ordinary 
demands, consequently there is no 
probability of their raising the price of 
oil unless some mishap should occur to 
the ae crop, or the stock of old 
seed should become exhausted by 
the inability of the holders to carry 
their seed owing to the scarcity of 
money :hence we may see atill further 
exports of this article in the near 
future. Asis always the case when 
the financial market is unsteady, 
buyers ‘‘sail close to the shore,’’ and 
rarely increase their orders beyond 
their actual requirements, There are 
still a few lots of outside oil held b 
speculators who are anxious to real- 
ice on their holdings who are offering 
50 bbls or more at 48c, _Beyond these, 
the market closes firm at 50c. Early 
in the week at Chicago owing to the 
stringency of the money market 
about 1,200 bbls changed hands at 47c 
cash. With this quantity out of the 
way the market there is rather 
steadier at 49c, though a few lots 
more could be picked up at 47c cash. 
An offer of 48c was declined for 240 
bbls to be delivered here during July 
and August as the buyer required. 

Cottonseed Oil.—The market is in 
a peculiar position. If you wanted to 
buy 500 or 1.000 bbls of choice crude 
or yellow oil for prompt delivery you 
would have to pay full prices, while 
on the other hand if you wished to 
sell a like amount in the present-state 
of the financial market, you would 
have to accept a very low figure, un- 
less the buyer wanted the guvods, 
There are lots of both crude and re- 








fined oils nearly prime, or those that 
will pass for such according 
to the rules of the Exchange which 
can be had at 40c for the former 
and not over 44c for the latter. The 
drop in the price of tallow, lard and 
cocoanut oils, has had a deppressing 
effect on trade, especially on the off 
oils, which are dependent almost en- 
tirely on the soap kettle for their out- 
let. It is reported that owing to the 
a. in the money market one 
of the large refiners at Ohicago 
sold about 5.000 barrels of 
prime yellow to other refiners of that 
city at about 40c cash. The only ex- 
ort demand at the moment comes 
rom Holland, where early in the week 
8,000 bbls of choice Texas butter oil 
was placed for shipment direct from 
New Orleans at a price equal to about 
Sic. This confirms what we already 
have stated about choice oils; if you 
want them you have to pay a 
good price. There is very little call 
at the moment for white oils which 
are held at 50@5ic. The receipts for 
the week have only been 2,053 bbls of 
all grades, the bulk of which is de- 
liveries upon contracts, either for ex- 
port or home consumption. Soap 
stock is dull and nominally quoted at 
14%@1%c with sales of 400 bbis at the 
Inside figures. The market closes 
nominally at the following figures: 
Prime crude, 39@40c; off crude, 32@ 
37c; butter oil, 49@50c; white 
oil, 50@65lc, prime summer yel- 
low, 44@45c; off quality, 42@48c; 
red oil, 40@41c; tankings, 2@3c 
r fb, and soap stock, 14%4@1%c per bb. 
essrs Hopkins, Dwight & Oo., of 
this city, in their recent circular say: 
“There has not been much done in 
cottonseed oil for several days, and 
the market is passing through the 
ryt pon gee oe to the oes 
oO e year, slightly augmented, per- 
haps, by the disturbed look of finan- 
cial affairs, more especially at the 
West, but reflected elsewhere in the 
indisposition to make new ventures 
in merchandise of a material charac- 
ter. However, there is no doubt that 
the commercial situation is gradually 
getting into better shape, or steadily 
adjusting itself to a normal position. 
All export movements are slow in food 
products outside of grain. The trad- 
ing in lard has not helped the temper 
of the oil market. It has been tend- 
ing to a lower basis for the most 
part. Besides, compound lard is again 
under restricted conditions of trad- 
ing. The lard refiners practically 
keep out of the market for oil, not 
caring to touch even invoices upon 
which a prompt sale is ordered at easy 
prices, and carrying supplies of oil 
sufficient against any moderate in- 
crease of trading in compound lard 
for the near future. Therefore, there 
isno prospect that the near future 
will exhibit more than a conservative 
trading in oil. Nothing points to an 
export demand. All foreign markets 
areextremely quiet, and there is noth- 
ing going hence, except a few small 
lots of butter oil for Holland. The 
market may be called weak for 
prime and lower grades, which 
are in chief assortment in the 
moderate stock. The only class 
of goods at all strong is choice of both 
crude and refined, which are scarce 
and hard to find in important quanti- 
ties at this market. The South has 
had its noldings steadily reduced, 
although buying orders have been for 
the most part of small lots. It is be- 
lieved that Texas holds now less than 
5,000 barrels, having shipped a fair 
part of its late supply to Mexico, 
Very little oil is arriving here from

Red Oils.—Saponified is in fair re. 
quest and sales are making on the 
range of 54@5e, some holders ask- 
ing as high as 6c.

Ou.—There is a good inquiry 
and a more active demand for the 
straw colored seal oils.

REFINED AND PRODUOTS. 


The export movement of refined, 
both in pulk and barrels continues 
without signs of abatement, and the 


prospects now appear favorable to a 
continuance of the same steady move- 
ment during the entire summer. The 
total engagements for the week have 
aggregated about 230,000 barrels, a 
large proportion of which was for the 
Continent of Europe. The recent im- 

osition of a practically prohibitive 
tariff by France to go intoeffect July 1, 
is thought by some as likely to restrict 
our exports after that date, but the 
demand from other countries is in- 
creasing and although this outlet 
may be closed, it is not believed that 
our exports will thenceforward show 
@ material decrease. The French 
ports are opened to Russian oil free of 
duty. This action discrimminating 
against American oil is due to the 

rench interest in the Russian petro- 
lenm industry, the Rothschilds being 
the principal owners of refineries at 
Baku. The price of baneled oil has 
remained steady at 5°26c for New York 
loading, and 6°20c for Philadelphia 
loading. Bulk oil has also been steady 
at 2°75c here, and to 2°70c at Philadel- 
phia. The principal foreign markets 
are steady. To-day’s quotations 
by cable were: Antwerp, 12¥f, 
Bremen 4°80m; London, 44%@4\4d;

been for the purpose of inducin 
northerners to try their hands a 
cacao cultivation in the tropics, as I 
am much of the opinion of Bell that 
‘it is very much to be feared that in 
a few years the supply will exceed the 
demand, and these colonies, which 
a putting all their eggs in one 

asket, will at no distant date find 
themselves in the same predicament 
as they were in fifty years ago, with 
sugar.’’ However, it is likely that 
for years to come it will remain an 
important factor in the earnings of 
many tropical belts, passing current 
in the place of money in some places, 
as it has long done on the upper Am- 
azons. 


Under the head of cacao the ‘‘cacao 
cuadrado,” a wild species of the 
United States of Colombia, Herrania 
pulcherrima, and the ‘Guarana 
cacao” or “Guarana bread,” as it is 
sometimes called, Paullinia sorbilis, 
are both to be borne in mind. The 
latter is a wild species of climbing, 
sapindaceous shrub, the pounded 
seeds of which contain caffein, and 
are made into rolls and cakes, used as 
food or as medicine, and in the prep- 
aration of a very refreshing drink. 


From the last report of the Division 
of Chemistry, U.S. Agricultural De- 
partment, Iextract the following on 
the subject of cacao adulteration: 


‘Perhaps ne food material offers 
conditions so favorable for profitable 
adulteration and so well utilized by 
its manufacturers as do cocoa [sic] 
preparations. ‘There is probably no 
more misleading or more abused 
termin the English language than 
‘soluble cocoa,’ No cocoa in the mar 
ket contains more than 10 percent, to 
30 per cent. of matter soluble in 
water, unless the material so dis- 
solved is foreign soluble material that 
has been added during the process of 
preparation. This purpose may be 
accomplished in two ways; the mate. 
rial may be so finely divided that a 
very long time will be required for its 
deposition, or foreign substances (as 
starch or sugar) may be added to ren- 
der the liquid of so high specific 
gravity or so pasty that the insoluble 
matter will not deposit. .The first 
method is decidedly to be preferred; 
it accomplishes the ee in view and 
puts the preparation in be!ter condi- 
tion for the action of the digestive 
juices, and all this without the addi- 
tion of acheap diluent that is always 
at hand in every kitchen should its 
use be desired.’’* 


Coca, the second of our four very 
distinct growths, isa product of the 
Andean chain from the United States 
of Columbia to Chile, though it is 
found in oer luxuriance in the 
Peruvian Andes. This shrub is famed 
for the extraordinary stimulating 
peepiemee of its leaves, which are 

nown as “‘spadic’”’ as well as ‘‘coda.”” 
They contain two alkaloids, coz:in 
and hygrin, as well as peculiar tannic 
acid. The Peruvians mix the leaves 
with the ordinary forage plants to in- 
crease the muscular energy and the 
endurance of their mules and llamas, 
There are many species of the germs 
erythroxylon, but whether others of 
these contain the same valuable prop- 
erties does not appear to have been 
ascertained. We in the United States 
are best aoueaeniee with the product 
of the coca leaves at our soda water 
counters, where, as ‘“‘wine of coca,” 
“moxie,” and as one of the ingredients 
of ‘‘coca kola,”’ itis abused quite as 
much as used. In the latter case it is 
mixed with the wine of the kola nut, 
sterculia acuminata, an African 
growth, the nutritive and revivifying 
qualities of which have already D 
sufficiently exploited by the surgeons 
of the German and British armies. 
Cocaine, another product of these 
leaves, is almost a prominent factor 
in surgery. According to Baron von 
Mueller, more than $3,000,000 worth 
of coca leaves were exported from

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Peru as early as 1890. This is a crop 
that might be introduced in the higher 
mountain area of New Mexico, Ari- 


zona and Utah, with profitable results. . 


The stimulating qualities of coca 
have not been generally overstated, 
remarkable as have been _ many 
of the claims made for it. I have 
made trips through tropical moun- 
tain ranges at a speed that was quite 
equal to that maintained by the most 
stalwart guides, and which was only 

ssible through these qualities. of 
fhe leaf of the coca bush. A few 
leaves carried in the pocket make apy 
other food supply unnecessary fora 
day’s exhausting tramp; and I have 
seen a fragged pack mule so rejuve- 
nated by having a few leaves put with 
his noontide feed that he was rather 
more frisky and unmanageable at 2 
p.m. than he had been at 6 in the 
morning. 

Soso, 68 already stated, is a name 
only to be properly applied to the 
roots of Caladium esculentum, Colo- 
asia antiquorum, and allied plants. 
It is also applied to the yam. like roots 
of Sechium’ edull, more properly 
known as “chocho” or “chayota, 
a West Indian climbing plant, 
which, used as a culinary plant, 

eld a monster tuber capa- 
le of much the same_ treat- 
ment as our sweet potato, and the 
good sized fruits of which are also 
edible. The latter often germinate 
before they drop to the ground, now 
over 100 may be found on one plant 
ina year, None of these growths are 
of exportable worth at present, and 
are therefore of but little interest to 
northern readers, 

The last of our quartette, Cocos nu 
cifera, the cocoanut palm, is so well 
known as a growth, from Florida to 
Chili, and its hand she led nuts, their 
dessicated interior pulp, and the 
many uses to which the fibers of the 
tree are put, make it so familiar to 
allthat any description here would 
be but to reproduce what has already 
frequentiy been well done. 

If what has here been said shall 
contribute to the clearing away of the 
very misty ideas of the great mass of 
realers regarding the use of the 
word cocoa and its allied terms, 
I shall feel that something has 
been gained; for at present the mud- 
dle into which careless writers and

Chemical Changes in Mineral Colors. 


Some mineral colors are changed in 
eolor or shade by a chemical process, 
which consists mainly in removing 
chemically combined water or the so- 
called water of hydration. The 
change from the exact color or shade 
which the substance had in its orig- 
inal mechanical state is alsoincreased 
by achange which at the same time 
takes place in molecular structure. 
The process is simple, and consists 
in exposing the colors to a higher 
temperature than is required to re- 
move the water of hydration. A high 
temperature causes such colors to 
contract, with the results above 


stated. 

The hydrated oxides of iron which 
occur in nature form an essential con- 
stituent of all yellow ochers,and these 
are hence called iron ochers. They 
correspond in constitution to the .* 
drated oxide of iron precipifated in 
the wet way, and like this lose their 
combined water at a red heat, form- 
ing a line of red colors running from 
yellowish red to reddish brown. Fur- 
ther heating darkens the color; this 
is not a chemical but a mechanical 
change. Under the influence of heat 
such a mass becomes denser, of 
greater specific gravity, takes up less 
room and keeps getting darker until 
it becomes violet brown or violet red. 
Ochers as mined are not pure hy. 
drated oxide of iron, but also contain 
alumina, lime, oxide of manganese, 
and acids, such as arsenious, arsenic, 
phosphoric, &c., and these of course 
also have inflvence on the shade, 
These cannot be removed by chem 
ical means, except at very consider- 
able cost, and if left in the finished 
product would reduce its value too 
much, and so it is customary only to 
mine, for producing burnt ochers, 
raw materials, which will give a satis- 
factory article after a simple burning 
process. In order to judge what 
colors and shades any raw ocher is 
capable of giving, it is sufficient to 
to burn some of it in asmall porcelain 
crucible over a good alcohol lamp or 
@ Bunsen burner. Oontrary to the 
usual rule, this experiment on the 
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small scale gives a pretty good ap- 
proximation to the results obtained 
on the large scale. 

Mine waters spring from sulphur- 
ous strata, such as cupreous and pyri- 
tes mines or fahl ore deposits,are ve 
liable to settle out a certain mud, 
which is termed vitriol ocher, and 
this contains sulphuric acid as well as 
the hydrated oxide of iron, This 
dries up to @ brownish mass which 
has pretty nearly the color of iron ox- 
ide and is collected for manufacturing 
purposes. This peculiar ocher seems 
to have an analogous composition to 
the terra di sienna, which occurs nat- 
urally in Italy. It, however, contains 
more impurities, which probably are 
derived from the manner of its forma- 
tion and the method of its collection. 
All auch deposits derived from mine 
waters may be used as mineral colors. 

Burnt terra di siennaofa finer qual- 
ity is also met under the name of ma- 
hogany brown. Theraw material is 
originally of a yellow color and is 
changed into a dark color by a calcin- 
ing process, Vitriol ocher, dried and 
calcined, produces a similar, but 
much more intense coloring matter of 
very great strength. Hence, this pro 
duct is solely used for making mahog- 
any brown, and is capable of being 
mixed with a large quantity of white 
diluents (such as ground sulphate of 
barium, burnt clay, &c.,) without in- 
jury to the great covering power 
peculiar to terra di sienna. A peculiar 
property of vitriol ochers is noticed 
on furnacing them, and this applies 
to terra di sienna also, They b fot meron 
only yellowish red browns and always 
with the brown predominating, al- 
though they contain sulphuric acid; 
and on the other hand, ferrous sul- 
phate gives on calcination pure red 
colors which, on very intense heating, 
may turn to violet red, but the color 
does not-run into brown. 

Mineral colors, which mainly con- 
sist of hydrated oxide of iron (which 
gives a yellow shade) and at the same 
time maganese oxhydrate (which 
gives a brown or brownish shade,) are 
converted by furnacing into a mixture 
of reddish or mahogany brown and 
pure browa. This dark reddish brown 
color contains the more reddish brown 
the more that oxide of iron is present, 
and the more chestnut brown the 
more that manganese is present. The 
various umbers are colors of this kind. 
Hence, the more manganese they have 
the darker brown they are, The color 
is also the better the less foreign mat- 
ter is present, besides those constitu- 
ents making up and affecting the 
color. In commerce these colors are 
met with as chestnut brown, umbers, 
velvet brown, meneneese brown, &c. 
It is easy to manufacture these pro- 
ducts artificially, but it does not pay, 
for the simple reason that the raw 
material can, as a rule, be got for next 
to nothing as a byeproduct in some 
mining operation. The uses for colors 
such as are here referred to are com- 
paratively limited, and their price jg 


not nigh enough to invite anyone to 
artificially produce them in a color 
factory. 

Many clays, (e. g. slate clays) when 
furnaced assume a gray or reddish 
shade and lose water. These pro- 
ducts if rubbed down with oil have 
the peculiar property of = solid. 
All mineral colors and the like are 
calcined in an apparatus which is 
called the calcining furnace, This 
process may take place either before 
or after powdering, and before or 
after floating, The apparatus is al- 
most always the same, It is similar 
to the reverberatory furnace used in 
soda manufacture and other chemical 
processes, although the construction 
ay be somewhat altered. 

e flame, which is produced in a 
vaulted fire box on the usual grate, 
pesese at first over a midwall which 

ivides up the grate area and the flue 
vestibule, and plays on to the raw 
material. This is spread out on a 
convex bed, which is bricked over so 
as to get the full benefit of the radi- 
ated heat, and from this bed the 
flame passes through a canal pro- 
vided with a damper into a flue, so 
that the draught can be regulated as 
required. 

When the material under treatment 
has attained the condition desired it 
is shifted away from the bed by 
means of rakes into sheet iron boxes, 
in which it is allowed tocool. The 
bed is then immediately charged with 
afresh lot of raw material. If the 
furnace has been running steadily 
for several days has attained its max- 
imum temperature and holds it there 
the calcination is much more wni- 
form, and quicker too. The raw ma- 
terial ought not to be applied in too 
thick a layer, as this would not tend 
to increase the — calcined per 
sqnare foot an hour, but rather the 
contrary. This is because the raw 
material is generally a bad conductor 
of heat, so that too thick a layer 
would only keep the flame passing 
over the mass from penetrating.—

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The Electrolytic Separation of Mercury 
from Bismnth. 


BY EDGAR F. SMITH AND J. BIRD MOYER, 


The question as to whether mer- 
cury can be completely precipitated 
= the current in the presence of 
nitric acid has been frequently dis- 
cussed and answered in the affirm- 
ative. We observe, too, that in elec- 
trolytic literature it is this solution of 
mercury which has been generally 
recommended for the separation of 
the latter metal from various other 
metals associated with it. Thus, in 
the latest edition (the third) of Clas- 
sen‘s Quantitative Analyse durch 
Elektrolyse, p. 147, the author, in 
describing the analysis of an allo 
containing tin, lead, bismuth, an 
a: writes as follows: 

Aus der saltpetersauren losung (the 
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filtrate from the tin oxide) kann man 
nun zunachst das quecksilber und 
einen theil des bleies als superoxyd 
auf der positiven elektrode fallen.

These instructions would most cer- 
tainly lead one to infer that mercury 
can ——— in the electrolytic 
way from bismuth in the presence of 
nitric acid. Trials, qualitative it is 
true were made by one of us (8) years 
ago; these indicated a co-precipita- 
tion of the metals from a nitric acid 
solution, and therefore we find in 
Smith’s Electrochemical Analysis, p. 
97, the statement that ‘‘mercury can- 
not be separated in the electrolytic 
way from silver and bismuth.’’The re- 
cent experience of Smith & Saltar with 
copper and bismuth confirms this last 
observation, That others may be con- 
vinced that these two metals—mer- 
cury and bismuth—cannot be separ- 
ated electrolyticaliy, when present in 
a nitric acid solution, we submit the 
results obtained lately. 


We first experimented upon a solu- 
tion of a mercury salt. It contained 


0'1132 gram of metallic mercury in ten 
c.c, of liquid. 
Experiment 1.—To ten c.c. mercury 


solution (=0°1132 gram of metallic 
mercury) were added five c.c. of nitric 
acid (sp. gr. 1°2), and then diluted with 
water to 180c.c. A current of 0°6 c.c, 
electrolytic gas per minute was per. 
mitted to act upon this solution. The 
deposit of mercury weighed 0°1132 
gram. 

Experiment 2.—The quantity of 
metallic mercury was the same as in 
experiment 1. The volume of nitric 
acid (sp. gr. 1°2) was three c.c.; the 
total dilution equaled 180 c.c., and the 
current liberated 0°3_c.c. electrolytic 
gas per minute. The precipitated 
mercury weighed 0°1137 gram. 

Experiment 3.—The conditions were 
the same asin the preceding experi- 
ment, except that the volume of acid 
added equaled ten c.c, and the cur- 
rent gave 0°3 c.c electrolytic gas per 
minute. The deposit of mercury 
weighed 0°1131 gram. ; 

Experiment 4.—In this instance the 
only departure from the conditions 
observed in the preceding experiment 
was that fifteen c.c. of acid were add- 
ed to the solution undergoing electro- 
lysis. The deposited mercury weigh- 
ed 0°1131 gram. In appearance it was 
more drop like than any of the prev- 
ious deposits. 

Experiment 5.—The conditions of 
experiments 3 and 4 were retained, 
but the volume of acid was increased 
to twenty-five c.c. The precipitated 
mercury weighed 0°1083 gram.

Experiment 7.—In this trial the 
only change that we made from the 
conditionsof experiment 6 was to re- 
duce the quantity of bismuth to 0°0179 
gram. The precipitated mercury 
ae ed 0°1290 gram. It showed bis- 
muth. The anode was coated with 
bismuth peroxide. The precipitation 
of metals was complete. 

Experiment 8.— With conditions 
similar to those of 7, except that the 
current registered 1°4 cc. of electro- 
lytic gas per minute, the precipitated 
or weighed 0°1284 gram, The 
anodeshowed bismuth peroxide. We 
found that the metals were precipi- 
tated simultaneously. Indeed, at 
times, it seemed that the precipitation 
of the bismuth began befére that of 
the mercury. This was true with the 
most varying conditions. Hence, we 
believe that the conditions proposed 
by Olassen (see quotation above) 
should be modified to accord with 
facts, as stated by us, and with his 
own personal observation, as recorded 
inthe Ber. d. chem. Ges:

The very limited demand which has 
been encountered this week has im- 
parted the character of dullness to 
business, and the market closes to- 
day without important transactions 
to report. Holders are entertaining 
the view that steadiness will continue 
to be the feature, and offerings of 
goods are accordingly based on pre- 
vious quotations. Transactions this 
week were solely of a jobbing nature. 
There is said to be a noticeable re- 
duction in the quantities now held in 
this market of several of the best 
selling brands and the general line is 
claimed to be lighter than it has been 
for some time. Oomplete figures re- 
ceived this week show that the total 
shipments of shellac from Oal- 
cutta to the United during the month 
of May, amount to 1,600 cwt. For the 
fame month the shipments were 4,100 
cewt. in 1892, 2,500 in 1891 and 6,100 in 
1890. There have been nointeresting 
advices this week from the primary 
markets and in the absence of 
fluctuations in values we continue to 
uote: D. C., 3:@32c; Octagon B., 
29¢; V. 8. O., 28@29c; 8. 8. and 8. D., 
27@27%c; T. N,, 25@26 and Garnet, 
23. The situation in the London mar- 
ket is reported as follows in a late 
issue of an English contemporary: 
“Business has been extremely quiet, 
with transactions comparatively few 
in number. Insecond orange for for- 
ward delivery the sales amount to 
2,000 cases (principally August) at a 
decline of 5s per cwt., viz, August at 
116s down to1 12s 6d, September at 
111s, and October at 112s per cwt. 
The closing quotations to-day were as 
follows, viz., (June and July neglected 
and nominal), August 112s 6d, and 
September and ctober 1118@112s 
per cwt. The extent of the ship- 
ments for the next few months is 
naturally occupying much attention 
at present. The concensus of opinion 
is that they will be on a small scale— 
if such should be the case we shall 
have a constantly «lecreasing stock, 
with, of course, an advance in the 
value of the article.”’

The American import is practically 
a return to the rate of 1890, but the 
Russian is phenomenal.

That the 
import can continue to progress at 
this rate (almost in geometrical ratio) 
is obviously impossible, but there is 
at present no reason to suppose that 
it has reached its highest point. So 
far, noattempt has been made toim- 
port it in bulk, nor do the necessary 
tanks exist. Kerosene oil owes its 
popularity among the Ohinese tu the 
fact that at a much lower expendi- 
ture it gives out a stronger light than 
the native vegetable oils. At the 
same time it is, intermittently, op- 
posed by the officials as a fruitful 
cause of fires. For a Chinese official, 
it should perhaps be added, is held 
responsible for any considerable con- 
flagration that may occur in his dis- 
trict.—British Consular Report.

per lb. The greater part of this par- 


ticular parcel was bark of very poor 


uality, however, and even at the 

me of its importation it went from 
London to the Continent, and vice 
versa, without finding a buyer. At 
an average value of, say, 6d. a pound, 
the 463 packages which were sold on 
Tuesday represented, at the time, a 
value of about £1,500. They have 
been since quietly resting in a ware- 
house, the owners of which, failing to 
find the warrant holders who are re- 
sponsible for the rent, advertised 
them for sale “‘without reserve’ the 
other day, in accordance with an Act 
of Parliament which gives them the 
right to dispose of unclaimed goods 
in this manner after a certain period. 
The warrant holders, of course, knew 
better than to reveal their identity, 
and at the bark sales about two- 
thirds of the bark was sold, much to
